HERE have been many Diſcours 
ſes publiſhed about Schiſrz ſince 


the late Revolution, and moſt of 

them by Men averſe to the .preſent:'Go- 
ycrnment ; who haye quoted . diyers* Sen- 
tences out of the: ancient Fathers, which 
they fay, make againſt as ; although 'they 
will ſerve, according . as the caſe is diffe- 
rently ſtated, either of : one fide or the. 
ather, "They call us. who do approve of 
the preſent Government,” Schilmaticks 3 
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and themſclycs the Church of England 
who have ſeparated themſelyes from it; 
accuſing us of Immoralities in our Pray- 
ers ; of all the miſchiets that are done in 
the Wars; of ſetting up Anti-Biſhops ; 
concluding that weare without the Church, 
and that there 1s-no Salvation to be had 
among us in the ordinary way. Wherc- 
fore 1t can be no unſcaſonable work to 
enquire -into the nature of Schiſm impar- 
tially, and into the ways whereby Men 
may become Schiſmaticks, in order to the 
clearing ſuch as are innocent from this Of- 
fence, and to the charging 1t in the right 
place, and on the Perſons that are truly 
guilty of it. And ſecing our Adverſarics 
haye taken ſo much liberty of Speech 
againſt us, as after they have called us 
Schiſmaticks, and ſaid we are 1n a ſtate of 
Damnation, to boaſt of and print Cata- 
logues of their Books unanſwered ; It 1s 
but reaſonable that any Manon our part 
ſhould be heard alſo, that hath a mind to 
ſpcak , without being blamed only for 
writing againſt them, much leſs for indit- 
terent ſtating of the caſe ; for they have 
g1yen 


concerning Schiſm, 
pin {ficient cauſe for both: But this 


ater is the thing which I principally in- 
tend to do ; namely, to give a ſtare of 
the Caſe, or to conſider the rational part 
of the Subject ; which ſcems hitherto to 
have been moſt neglected, although 1t 15 
of the greateſt uſe. For it the nature of 
Schiſm in general, and the ways whereby 
Men do become Schiſmaticks, are oncc 
well underſtood, it will be caftc to explain 
the Sentences commonly quoted out of 
the Fathers, and ro make uſe of them if 
we pleaſe, againſt our Adyerſarics ; or 1t 
will be lawful co rejeE&t them, although 
there will þe no necd of that ; for there 
are none of them that I know of, which, 
after a Man hath duly conſidercd of the 
Subject, will ſeem to tavour them. There- 
fore to make a gencral Diſcourſe on this 
Subjeck, and allo ro include particular 
matters within as ſhort a compaſs as con- 
yvemently may be, I ſhall endeavour to 
ſhew 1. What Schiſm is, and how the 
Members of the Church may become guil- 
ty of it, 2. I ſhall ſpeak ſomething alſo 
of the {intulneſls and inconycnience ot it, 
e) 
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to the intent that we may avoid it. 

x. Let us conſider what Schiſm is, and 
how the Members of the Church may be- 
come guilty of 1t. | 

As for the word Schiſm, 1t lignifies pro- 
perly the cutting or cleaving of a folid 
Body, from x4» or 3x45 ; hence it 
is tranilated to denote diverſity of Opini- 
ons and Profeſſions, in thoſe that once 
appeared at Jeaſt to be agreed in them ; 
for they that -neyer were united, cannot be 
ſaid to be cut aſfunder. And according 
to this mctaphorical Acceptation, Schiſm 
1s a breach of Unity in any Society what- 
{ocyer: But common uſe and cuſtom 
hath apphed it only to that which divideth 
the Unity of the Church. 

Ycr not the bare Separation, but giving 
the cauſe of Separation, makes the Schiſm. 
Whereſoever a Schiſm 1s, cach Party 1s di- 
vided or ſeparated fromthe other, but cach 
Party is not 1n a ſtate of Schiſm; that 55, 
' dothnor give the cauſe of Separation,unlcls 
it ſo falls out, as ic ſomctimes may; that 
both of themarc in fault, neither doing its 
part towards the maintaining of A gone 
0 


concerning Schiſm. 


{ far as is neceſſary to the preſervation of 
Unity, in order to one common end. 
| Now, as many ways as there are, for the 

Members of the Church to profeſs them- 
flyes united one with another, with rela- 
tion to matters concerning them, as they 
are the Church and Congregation of Chri- 
ſian People : So many there arc alſo tor 
one. or more Members to become Schif- 
matical, by breaking oft that Union 1n out- 
ward protcſſion, which is a Duty incum- 
bent on them, 

I ſpeak of Union which relates to Mat- 
ters concerning them, as they are Menibers 
of the Church: Whence, not every paſ- 
honate. Heat, not every Quarrcl, nor every 
wut of. Law, not every War, not cvcry 
Faction or Sedition among the People doth 
make a. Schiſm. 

Iſpeak allo of Union in outward Profeſli- 
mM: + Far, tho there 1s an mternal Union 
and Communion of all God's faithful Peo- 
tle, in regard they have the ſame Faith, 
ad the ſame Hope, and do practice the 
anc Chriſtian Virtucs; and in default of 
lieſe, or any one of theſe, a Man in ſome 

: ſort 
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Drt cuts himſelf off! from thoſe Faithful 
People, and from the Portion which doth 
belong to them, and fo the ſecret Infidel, 
and- the ſecret Sinner, may be ſaid to be . 
ſeparated now; for they arc none of 
Chriſt's, and ſhall hear thar Sentence in 
the ſeparation of good and bad Men here- 
afrer, Depart from me, for I know you nit : 
Yer this 1s 2 matter not peculiarly belong- 
ing to Schiſm, but common to it with eye- 
ry other Sin; and therctore, in that Senſe 
I ſhall not now confider it, but only as 1t | 
1s a Breach of external Communion, and 
Separation as to outward Profeſſion ; al- 
though this may be committed as well as 
any other Sin in the Mind alſo, by-a Man's 
ncending or purpoſing to leave the out- 
ward Communion of the Church, when 

perhaps he hath nor as ycr atually done 
it. 

Now, as the' outward Unity or Coin: 
munion of every Socicty appears in the 
apt Order of the Mcmbers one with #- 
nother, and Demeanour one rowards a- 
nother, according to their reſpeCtive-States 


and Conditions. as In one Houſe, one Ci- 
- ty,

1 ty, one Kingdom : So does the, Unity of 
the Church conſiſt in Mens a&ting accor- 
ding to their juſt Relations, as Members 
_ of che Church, in keeping fait! Correſpon- 
dence, and retaining a..due \Agreement. in 
Doctrine of Faith and Morals, and in Dit- 
cipline 3 that 1s to ſay, Church-Goycrn- 
ment, and the things: that belong to-1t;; as 
bang requiſit to the due Adminifiration 
and right Management of it. 
- And this Unity is conſiſtent with ſeveral 
things, ſeemingly dividing Perſons as Mem- 
bers of the Church, and that partly. even 
in the aforeſaid reſpects; , with-diveriity of 
- Spiritual Gifts and Functions; with diver- 
firy-of Opinions, as to Matters: of Rehgi- 
- 0n;;with 'Ecekhaſtical: Diſputes and Con- 
\ tentions; with various Judgments and Re- 
ſolutions, as to particular Circumſtances 
and Caſes relating ro Moral Actions; with 
Canons; and Conſtitutzons of, divers kinds; 
- with difference 'in;Ceremonies, or other 
parts of Diſcipline in divers Countries, or 
acts; Parts. of the ſame Country, accor- 
ding/'o - the | ſeveral Exigencies of - Af 
fans, and according to; the Diſcretion /'or 
_-_- B | Ap- 
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Approbation of the Governors Civil or Ec- 
cleliaſtical, as it doth concern them. All 
theſe things may be, and yet the Church 
continue ſtill the ſame, as the Queen in a 
Veſture of Gold- wrought about with divers 
Colours. | 

Yea, Church-Ccnſures may go on, and. 
Perſons be Excommunicated ; and yet, un- 
les they wilfally continue under Excom- 
munication, no Schiſm be made ; becauſe 
they do not cut themſelves oft from the 
Church, butc' arc cut off by others; and 
therefore are not as Schiſmaticks, 'Aulocam- 
xeiler, Condemned of themſelves, as the Apo- 
file ſpeakcth, 

Schiſm therefore is a wilfull breaking off 
of that outward - Unity., which -one. or - 
more Members ought to maintain with the 
reſt. A Schiſmatick or Schiſmaricks. arc, 
that one, or thoſe many Perſons, who do * 
publickly refuſe ro a&t according to his or 
their juſt Relations, as' Members of the 
Church, in the ſtation whercin they arc 
placed. Or, to ſpeak more bricfly, a Schit- 
matick is that Mcmber' of the Church,

the reſt ; either contemning and rejecting 
the other Members, as if the Eye ſhall ſay : Cor. 12. 21. 
to the Hand, I have no need of thee ; or 
again, The Head to the Feet, I have no need 
of you :* Or elſe encroaching and-breaking 
in upon the Rights of other Members, 
as if the Foot ſhall ſay, becauſe 1 am not 
the Hand, or not the Head, 'I am-not of 
the Body,' and will not be ofthe . Body : 
Or Laſtly, refuſing to communicate its Ot- 
ice to the reſt, not. diſtributing to the Ne- 
reſties of the Saints, not ſuffering and re- 
pycing with the other Members, the Mem- 
bers not having the ſame Care according to 
their different places and capacities ore for _ 
another, according to the Expreſſion of 
the Apoſtle, | 

To know therefore who. is a Schiſma- 
tick, and who not, 1t will.be neceflary to 
conſider, in ſome general Terms at leaſt, 
the Relations wherein Men may be, and 
the ſeveral Cauſcs or Pretences of ſepara- 
ting, with regard to ſuch Relations, de- 
claring withal, ſo far as in a ſhort Dif 
courſe of this Nature conveniently may be, 
which arc unlawtful,and which are good and 
ſufficicne, B 2 And 
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Eph. 2. 16.

Eph. 4. 15,16. 
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And Firſt, As there 1s an Unity in ge- 
neral; which ought to be maintained by 
all Chriſtian \. Churches throughout the 
World; they: being all reconciled! to God 
in One Boty,. and Baptized into One Body, 
and made" to drink into One Spirit, and be- 
ing called One Body, whcrcot our Lord is 
the iiead, from mhom the whole Body fitly 
joyned' together, and compatted by that which 
every Joynt fupplyeth, according to the effe- 
ual working in the meaſure of every part, 
maketh encreaſe of the Body, wnto the edify- 
ing of it ſelf in love. So there may be a 
Breach made of this Unity by any particu- 
tar Church, and thereby whole Churches 
may become Schiſmatical. Whole Churches 
in reſpe& of the whole Body of Chriftians, 
have fuch Relation,as ſingle Members have, 
with Regard to any particular Church : 
They therefore, as well as ſingle Mcmbers 
of particular 'Churches, may tall into 
Schiſti, when either in expreſs Terms, or 
by neceſſary - conſequence, they break off 
their : Communion and Friendly Corre- 
ſpondence! ;with, the reſt 3, which may be 
done-dexcral ways, 1. By profcfling a diftc-

rent Faith : Or, 2. Different Agenda. ot 


' Morals. 3. By different Church-Govern- 


ment ;| either as to the Species or kind of 
Government, or as to the manner of excr- 


cling of it. 
1. They may become guilty of Schiſm, 


by profeſſing a diftcrent Faith, or appoin-- 


ting different Creeds in any Matcrial Point 
from other Churches : For Chriſtian Com- 
munion doth not require, but forbid us 
to have Fellowſhip with thoſe who do nor 
hold the Truth, as to the Subſtantials of 
Chriftian Religion. The "Body of Chriſt 
hath but One Faith ; and conlidcring that 
the main Points of Faith have ſuch Influ- 
ence upon our Lives and Actions, and arc 
of ſo high importance to every one of us, 

we ought to Contend earmeſily for the Faith 
which was once delivered to the Saints, and 
to,withdraw our ſelves from thoſe who 
teach- otherwiſe, and conſent not to whole- 
ſome words, even the words of our Lord Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, and to the Doflrine which is accor- 
ding to Godlineſs. Not but that Chriſtians 
may difter, and diſpute, and err about 


Matters of leſs Moment, or ways of ex- 
rlaining

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plaining the True Fauh not ſo clearly de- 
Iivered, without cither actually ſeparating 
themſelves from the Church, or deſery- 
ing to be cur off from 1t, except they do 
oblige Men to concur with them, and to - 
profcis a Belict of their Errors : For then 
we may, and ought to depart from them; 
it being not lawful for any one, to profeſs 
he beheves that to be true, which at the 
ſame time he takes to be an Error, eyen 
in a mattcr of the ſmalleſt moment. 

2. They may become guilty of Schiſm, 
by making wrong: Profeſſions de Agendis, 
or concerning Morals : For none ought 
to concur with any Man, or any number 
of Men, 1n that which s immoral. Con- 
cord 1s only commendable in that which 
1s good, not in that which is evil. To 
proteis an Immorality, is not only to do an 
immoral thing, ( the profeſſion of it be- 
ing a {intul Act ) but it 1s worſe than do- 
ing the ame immoral thing that is agree- 
able ro ſuch Proteflion : It is a ſin com- 
muted with dehberation, greater than 
commonly precedes the Act of Sin; it 
makes us pcrſeycre and continue an fin ;

it tends to the ſeducing and deſtroymg 
others in a.more eminent degree than the 


AR. ' If any Man therefore ſhall tcach' 


Dodtrines manifeſtly contradictory to any 
part of the Moral Law; if a Man fays, 
inſtead of, Honour thy Father and Mother, 
Thou ſhalt not honour thy Father or thy Mo- 
ther: Inſtead of, Let every ſoul be ſubjeA 
to the Higher Powers; Let ſome men not be 
ſubjeft to phe ' Higher Powers, and main- 
tains this Doctrine in Oppolition to the 
Members of his own or other Churches, 
he is a Schiſmatick. But he that allows of 
thoſe Precepts, and knows not who 1s his 
King, or who 1s his Father, 1s miſtaken 
In the Perſon, not in the Commandment; 
or at moſt, he is only miſtaken about 
the Laws of the Land, which { tho' they 
do oblige in Conſcience when known, yet ) 
It 1s not every Man's buſincfs, nor doth 
lye in every Man's power perfectly to un- 
 derſtand : And an Error in theſe, does not 
always imply a miſunderſtanding theCom- 
mandments of God. He that errs 1n Ex- 
plication of ſome Moral Points ; as, in 


bewing, How a Man muſt honour his 
King

King or his Father, or in ſetting the Bounds 
and Meaſures of Obedience to them; or 
4n ſuch a matter as I am now about, j in 
ſtating the Caſe of Schiſm, 1s not preſent- 
ly to be eſteemed guilty of Schiſm : Fer 
a Miſtake, though profciied in Matters 
leſs principal , either of Faith or Morals, 
unlcks ir makes void the general Command- 
ment, or ſome. plain Artick of Faith, - will 
not make a Man a Schiſmarick. If it did, 
conſidering how little ſome do underſtand 
how to explain the Articles of their Faith, 
how apt thoſe that have a competent un- 
derſtanding of them; arc to differ in their 
manner of explaining them, how various 
Mens Notions are about ſeveral Points of 
Caſuiſtical Divinity, and Commentaries on 
Morals containcd in the Commandments; 
and how dithculc it 1s to ſuppoſe, that Men 
will bc agreed in every Circumſtance of 
them, the Church would always abound 
with Schiſmaticks, and there would be no 
remedy for it: Such things therefore arc 
two be born with in all Commiunons, as 
being unavoidable in this Life, where we 
arc ſubjcct to Errors, and our Knowledge 
Bs

is only #n.part ; unleſs the Dodtrines be of 
yery ul and dangerous conſequence, obſtt- 
nately taught, and carneſtly- prefs'd upon 
us,and our Concurrence requured in them, 
% 4 \Condition 'of Communion. 

But what ſhall be interpreted Concur- 
rence? He that.hears a Man preach falſe 
Doctrine in the Church, or read an, Hom1- 
ly, wherein ſomething is ſaid againſt: his 
Opinion ; or he that hears ſomething in 
the Common-Prayers, or in the Pulpit- 
prayer before Sermon, which by reaſon 
of ſome Circumſtances he does diſlike, 
cannot be ſaid ro concur 1n all Doctrines 
lo taught, or in all Prayers ſo put up: 
And therefore, it is not a ſufhcient Cauſe 
to make a ſeparate Congriegation, that we 
diſlike the Title given to the King, or any 
other Perſon there mentioned ; nor are 
theſe immoral things in their own nature, 
but on the account of. Circumſtances of 
Mens doing them againſt their Conſcien- 
«, Oc. And-indeed, I do thus far agree 
Vvith our new Scparatiſts, That whoſocver 
tunks the King to be an Unjuſt Poſleſlor, 
and-to: keep the Righttul One out of' the 

| C Throne, 
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Throne, ought not to be ſo: much 15 
preſent at our Publick Faſts, Thankſgj- 
vings, Gc. whilſt he coritinues under that 
* Error,” becauſe no Man ought to act 'a- 
gainſt his Conſcience: But even ſuch an 
one hath not ſufficient reaſon to forſake 
our Communion altogether, unleſs he be 
forced to. give conſent to ſomething that 
he thinks unlawful, offered up in the Pub- 
lick Prayers, which a Man's bare preſence 
doth. not always umply : For then almoſt 
all choſe things that I excluded in the be- 
ginning of this Diſcourſe, would produce 
a Schiſm. We ſhall not have a Diſpute 
- about a Princc's Title, a Civil War, or 
War with a Forcign Nation, or fo much 
as a Suit of Law, or Quarrel with our 
Ncighbour, or a Deſign thwarting his 1n 
the common Tranſactions of Human Lite; 
but there will follow alſo among us 
* different. Apprchenſions and Opinions 
concerning the' juſtice or injuſtice of them; 
and conſequently, concerning certain paf 
fages in our Publick Praycrs which relate 
to them ; \and thereupon we may thunk 1t 


unlawful to ſay ſome words, or at leaſt ; 
take 


; 
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take them in the ſame ſenſe that others 


commonly do, and ſo. make a Schiſm : 
And when there 1s a Diviſion of - the 
Church, whereby New. Paſtors and Go- 
yernors are introduced , and lay claim 
to. the ſame Dioceſcs or Pariſhes, how 


hall it be reconciled; although the Dit- 


ferences that occaſioned it ſhould be, 


brought to an end? How many would 


our Diviſions be, if all the Factions that | 


eycr were in the State, ſhould have made 
a Schiim in the Church alſo Bur theſe 
indeed are . Matters which arc- not ſimply 
immoral in their own naturc, but only by 
ralon of Circumſtances relating to partt- 
cular Perſons ; ncither do they tend to the 
Overthrow of the Churches Fauh or Mo- 
rals; nor arc they of long continuance ; 


- put as particular Perſons or their circum- 


ſtances altcr,ceaſe of themſelves, And there- 
fore ſuch -Praycrs, if not very many and 
frequent, ought to be tolerated, even by 
thoſe by whom chey may nor be ſaid, to 
avoid a greater Eyil, viz, The DeſtruCti- 
on of the Church, and laſting Depravati- 
on ,of Picty and good Morals, the natu-

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ral confequences of Separations made from 

the Church upon the account of them. 

Much leſs may we ſeparate our (clyes 

from all thoſe who arcany way guilty of im-

had none ſuch among us of late, unlef 

they may bc cſtcemed of this Number, 

who hold: themſelves obliged to ſeparare

Pre? paration from all bad Mcn, 1s not only 
unreaſonable, but in this. Life, impoſſi- - 

ble. Hence the Church of Chriſt is com-

Wherefore we may nor pretend to ſeparate 

our ſclves from all thoſe that do immoral 

things ; for then; as the Apoſtle ſays, We 


muſt 
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do ſuch things, muſt they thereupon be ac- 
counted Schiſmaricks, or to have departed 
from the outward Commumon of the 
Church ? But if they make them Terms of 
Communion, or. perſiſt ſo long in them, 
35 to give a juſt occaſion of Church-Ccn- 
ſures upon them, and wiltully remain under 
thoſe Cenſures. 

Laſtly, by Agenda, or Morals, I would 
not be underſtood. to mean -that only 
which is obligatory in its own nature, but 
that alſo which obligeth on the account 
of Divine Inſtitution, as the Sacraments ; 
by diminiſhing from which, or adding to 
them, Men break the Unity of the Church 
of God, and make it unlawful for others 
to joyn with them. They treſpaſs indeed 
againſt Faith and Morals alſo, taking away 
from Men the Scals of God's Covenant, 
the Tokens of his Favour, the Pawns and 
Pledges of the Perfurmance of his Promi- 
ſs, appointed by himſelf for the quicken- 
ng of our Faith, and ſacrilcgiouſly robbing 
God of the principal and moſt memora- 
ble Part of his Worſhip, whereby we de- 
clarc 
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clare in moſt Solemn Manner, a Belief of 
his Promiſes, and vow Obedience to his 
Commands, whercby we put on the Badges 
and diſtinguiſhing Marks of our Chriſtian 

Calling. Theſc arc therefore the ſtricteſt 
and highc{t Bands of Union, from which 
&., Paul 1n diyecrs places intcrs the Unity of 
the Church : Ie being many, are one Box 
dy and one Bread; for we are all partakers 
of that one Bread, 1 Cor. 10,17. And a- 
gain, By one Spirit we are all baptized in- 
* to one Body, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether we be Bond or Free, and have all 
been made to drink into one Spirit, 1 Cor. 
L213. 

' And both theſe kinds of Schiſm ; name- 
Iv, ſuch as arc conſtiturcd by profeſiing 
Errors in Faith or Morajs, do inply Here- 
{ic alſo, and may be called by e:ther Name, 
according to our different Conlideration of 
them; as they do imply falſe Doctranc in 
Matters necctlary to Salvation, obſtinatcly 
perſiſted in, Heretic ; as they- are accom- 
. panyed with Separation from the Church, 
or do give a quit Cauſe of Separation, 
Schiſin, MHerefie and Schiſm arc o__ 

| ong 
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long aſunder. There are few Hereticks 
but will endeayour by ſeparate Congre- 
gations to propagate their Hereſic ; or 

Shiſmaticks, but will frame to themſcves 
' ſome New Doctrine, the better to juſti- 
fic their Separation from the Church, as 
*St. Ferom obſcrved. ſhe Apoſtle ſeems 
to uſe both theſe Words in the ſame Senſe, 
1 Cor. 11.18, 19. 1hezr that there be Divi- 
fons ( the Word 1s Zya#g'z,) among you ; 
and I partly believe it, for there muſt be alſo 
Hereſjes among you, &c, And certainly cye- 
- ry Heretick, openly profeſling and- main- 
_ taining his Hereſie, whether he 1s able to 
get a ſeparate, Congregation or not, may 
be called a Schiſmatick ; and a Schiſma- 
tick perſiſting! in his Schiſm, will be very 
apt to fall into Hereſic, according to the 
forecitcd Paſſage of St. Jerom:. 

3. Whole Churches, as well as ſingle 
Perſons, may incur the Guile of Schiſm, 
by their differences about Church-Govern- 


ment; ſometimes as to the FSpeczes or kind 


of Government, and ſometimes as to the 
manner of excrciling 1t. 

Sometimes by a different Species or kind 
Of

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of Government : As for Inſtance ; When 
they do recede from Epiſcopacy, and break 

wiltully the Line of Apoſtolical Succeſſion:

| Morals, and they who are to confer this 


Right, 
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Right, are themſelves corrupted alſo, and 
will not give this Power to any that arc 
willing to reform it; in ſuch extraordinary 
caſes of general Apoſtacy, ( which, how far 
it may poſſibly reach, I will not here diſpute) 
Perſons, Prieſts at leaſt, who have Gitts and 
Abilities for 1t, have a ſufficient Ca/l to 1n- 

ſe themſelves, and are not to be bla- 
med, but highly commended for making 
uſe of it. - 

Sometimes again, there may be a Schiſm 
made by the 1]l Excrciſe of Church-Govern- 
ment ; by a Churches refuling to hold ' 
Communion with the reſt, or unjuſtly cen- 
ſuring and excommunicating them, or daſ- 
obcying General Councils, the Repreſenta- 
tives of the whole Church, in matters 
which they have a lawful Power to detcr- 
mine; by uſurping too great Authority 
over the reſt ; by aſſuming the Name of 


_ Catholick to it (elf, in oppoſition to all o- 


ther Churches ; by making ſuch unreaſo- 
nable Terms of Communion,as that others 
ſhall not-be able ro communicate with it ; 
by cncouraging and upholding Perſons ex- 
communicated, or deſervedly declared Schu- 
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maticks by other Churches ; by wilfully 
continuing in Faults, and under juſt 
Excommunication incurred thereupon ; by 
refuſing to keep friendly Correſpondence 
with other Churches, as in Communicato- 
ry Letters, ( which arc in order to the well 
governing of the Church) and the like. 

And it 1s about the Exerciſe of Church- 
Government, that Schiſmn 1s generally con- 
verſant : All Schiſms of particular Members 
of the Church, conſidered as diſtinct from 
Hereſtes, are about Church-Government ; 
and commonly about the Exerciſe of it, be- 
ing occaſioned cither, 1. By Superiors con- 
tending for Powcr.; or, 2. Miſemploying 
their Power ; or, 3. By Interiors Diſobe- 
dience to the Power. 6) 

x. By Supcriors, Civil or Eccleſiaſtical, 
contending for Power : The Civil Goyer- 
nors uſurping that which belongs to the 
Ecclciiaſtical, or the Eccleſiaſtical that which 
belongs to the Civil, or the Eccleſiaſtical 
. Governors contending with one another ; 
For the Contention of Civil Governors,con- 
fidered only as ſuch, 7, e. about their own

L It may be committed by Civil: Go- 
vernors, invading the Power and Autho- 
rity of the Eccleſiaſtical : For although it 
be true, that every one of the Clergy 15 
ſubject to the Civil Governors ; I mean, to 
that one or more Perſons in whom the Su- 
preme Power is lodged : Yet there arc ſome 
parts of their Ofhce, which no King or

This Deprivation does not take 'away 
the Power .confterr'd on them' in. Ordi- 
nation, 'but only of having ſuch and ſuch 
Dioceſes or parts of the Kingdom to 
officiate in ; which why the Supreme Ci- 
vil Power,” whether lodged in one or 
more Men, ſhould not be ſufficient to 
do, is altogether unintelligible. The di-

Ezypt and Babylon, did fub- 
ſift Without: them; and as did the firſt 
and bcit 'of Chriſtian Emperors ; And 
among the rcſt of thoſe Powers, that of 
depriving Biſhops hath been one.. And 
this Power hath been cexcrciſed here a- 
mong vs, with the Approbactien of the 
Church of England, ani conſonantly to 
the Articles, Honnlics and Canons there- 
of.

Examples of Emperors depoſing Bi- 
ſhops without as well as with a Synod are 
many, and that cyven in the Caſe of 
Hereſy,, which doth moſt properly be- 
long to the determination of a Synod, 
and which they arc beſt able to judge 
of ; not but that 1n plain Caſes, or Caſcs 
before ſufficicntly declared Hereſy, this may 
be done without them, even as Kings 1n 


the Old-Tcſtament, brake down the Ima- * 


ges, deſtroycd the high Places, and pur 
down the Idolatrous Pricſts by their own 
Authority ; which Kings under the New- 
Teſtament having the entire Legiſlative 
Power, do' not come ſhort of. . Thus 
Chriſtian Empcrors have depoſed Here- 
ticks, and their Power to do fo ſecms an- 
ciently to -have been generally acknow- 
ledged on all hands. All Partics ſeem to 
hayc been ſenſible thereof. © Sometimes the 
Emperor cthreatned to depoſe them, and

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ſometimes put it in Execution, without 
any oncs gain-ſaying. To him Biſhops 
« Theodorir. brought their © Complaints againſt ſuch 
lib.5.©-23- other Biſhops as they defired to have de- 
b Leo.

Unity 1s the Strength of all Socictics, 
Dwifion the Weakneſs and Infirmity of 
them.

Adverſarics; and laſt of all of Chriftanxy, 
it ſo. . Every particular Schiſm 1n ſome 
fort reacheth the Univerſal Church, as I 
bave alrcady ſhewn. So 1t- is againſt the; 
Goſpcl and , againſt Chrit ; and'1s- thcre- 
forc Crimenleſe Majeſtatis Divine, as ſome: 
do ſtile it, 

Ic is againſt the deſign of our Saviour's 
coming -nto the World ; who came to 
make Peace, not only bctween God and. 
Man, but alſo amongſt Mcn. He gave 
the ſtricteſt Commands about it ; He 
contrived the firmc{t Bands to maintain 
it, Schiſm violates theſe Precepts, fru- 
ſtrates this Delign, breaketh theſe Bands, 
makcs our Saviour's Pailiqn vain, and the 
Croſs. cf Chriſt to be of none eftect.

orifices ſhall be unto them as the Bread of

thered together in Chriſt's Name, there is 
He-in the mid/t of them; but not when 
they are gathered againſt his Name , 
and againſt the other Members of 
the Church. Such Mens Prayers are 
not only Inettectual, but Execrable. The 
Communion of Chriſt is but one, 
Among his Diſciples there 1s Peace. 
We-muſt not Communicate with thoſe 
who break that Peace, leaſt we become 
partakers of their evil Deeds, and make 
the Breach wider by Encouraging of 
them.

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ot with me Scattereth, ſaith our Saviour, 
Their Prayers and Preaching, and other 
parts of Divine Worſhip being performed 
in Oppoſition to the other Members of 
the Church, are turned into Sin; and 
they come together, as did the Corinthians 
in a Divifion of theirs, not for the better 
but for the worſe. 

Thus we fee how Schiſm is a work 
of the Fleſh againſt Chriſt's Kingdom, 
againſt the Goſpel, againſt the Prote- 
{ſtant Religion, againſt Virtue 1n general, 
againſt all the Apoſtolical Rules of Cha- 
rity, very pernicious to the Church, very 
hurttul to the Schiſmatick himſclf, and 
of dangerous Conſequence to all that 
g0 after him. 

All things therefore arc to be cndu- 
red before we make a Schiſm, cyen 
knmoralucs themſelves, where we arc 
net made to concur with them, when 
it doth not belong to our Office to Re- 
torm them, when it doth not Iyc in our 
Powcr to Reform thena without break- 
ing 1n upon other Mens Rights, and doing

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- concerning Schiſm, 
certainly we are much more obliged to 


| hy aſide private Advantages, mot to ſeek 


our 077, to |ct fall -particular Quarrels 
for the ſake of the Church of Chriſt, 
And if our Govemours ſhould deal 
hardly by us, ard requare difficult things 
of us in Divine Worſhip, not fruſtra- 
ting the main end 'of the Worſhip it (elf ; 
it ſome Words arc improper, if ſome 
Ccremonics are uncouth, yet not hindring 


-us from ſerving God with a pure Heart, 


we ought to beat with them. Charity 
beareth all things. It 1s a large Expreſ- 
lion, taking in all things that are tolc- 
rable. Surely thcſe indifferent things. 
And in a latter Schiſm here among us, Men 
fem to be hard put to it to find a Cauſe 
of Separation, when Proteſtants are forced 
to take up old Contured Popery to ground 
t upon, It they had never fo juſt a 
Nate-quarrcl on the account of a Popiſh 
Prince, one would think they ſhould ſcarcc- 
ly part with the Principles of their own 
Religion for the ſake of him.
